(37 of 1954) after consultation with the Central Committee 
lor Food Standards, is hereby published as required by sub¬ 
section (1) of ihe said section 23 for the information of 
ill persons likely to be allected thereby, and notice is hereby 
;,iven that ihc said draft rules will be taken into conodcinlion 
tfter the expiry of 45 days from the date on which the 
topics of (he Gazette of India in which (his notification is 
published arc made available to the public. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be icccived from 
1 ny person with respect to the said draft 1 tiles befote the 
-xpiry of the period so specified, will be consideied bv the 
Central Government. 


DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1978. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), for irnle 6, the 
following rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“Rule 6.—Qualification of Public Analyst.^—A peison 
shall not be qualified for appointment as a public 
analyst unless,— 

(a) he holds a degree in science with Chemistiy or 
Bio-Chemistry or Food Technology or Food and 
Drugs from a university established in India by 
law or has equivalent qualification recognised and 
notified by the Central Government for such pm - 
pose and has not less than four years experience 
after graduation in the analysis of food ; 

OR 

he holds a Master’s degree in Chemistry or Bio¬ 
chemistry or Food Technology or Miciobiology 
or Pharmacy or Food and Drugs from a University 
established in India by law or has equivalent quali¬ 
fication recognised and notified by the Central 
Government for such purpose, and has not less 
than 2 years’ experience in the analysis of food ; 
and 

(b) he has before such appointment qualified in an 
examination held by the Central Government for 
this purpose : 

Provided that a person who is a public analyst on the date 
of commencement of the Prevention of Food Adulteiation 
(Amendment) Rules, 1978, may continue to hold olliee as 
such subject to the terms and condilions of scivice applicable 
to him, 

3. For rule 8 of the said rules, the following rule shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“8. Qualifications of Food Inspector,—A person shall not 
be qualified for appointment as Food Inspector, unless 
he,— 

(a) is a medical officer in-charge of the Health Adminis¬ 
tration of a local area other than a Local (Health) 
Authority, or is licentiate in medicine, and has 
received four months’ training in implementation 
of Prevention of Food Adulteration Act at an 
institution, and in the manner approved and noti¬ 
fied by the Central Government for the purpose ; 

or 

Cb) is a graduate in science with Chemistry as one 
of the subjects, or in Agriculture, or in Pharmacy 
or in Public Health or in Veterinary Sciences or 
graduate/diploma holder in Food Technology or 
Diary Technology from a University/Institution 
established in India by law or has equivalent quali¬ 
fications recognised and notified by the Central 
Government for the purpose and has further re¬ 
ceived four months' training in implementation 
of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act at an 
institution and in the manner approved and noti¬ 
fied by the Central Government for tbo purpose : 

Provided, that a person who is a Food Inspector on the 
date of commencement of the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
(Amendment) Rules, 1978, may continue to hold office as 
such, subject to the terms and conditions of service applicable 
to. him, even though he does not fulfil the qualifications 
specified in clause (a) or clause (b) above : 

Provided further that a person who has worked as a food 
inspector for a period of not less than 3 yearn prior to the 
commencement of the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
(Amendment) Rules, 1978, may also be eligible for appoint¬ 
ment for a period of .3 years even though he does not fulfil 
the qualifications specified in clause (a) or clause (b) above ”
